Devonaie, Man., Sopt. 17. 
My Dear Friends 


I received your very welcome letter of 
the 7th of August on the 10th ult.,and very 
glad we wore to get it, for it was tho first 
| letter we had had since wo left Ontario, I 
was glad to hear that you wore all well and 
able to go camping and enjoy yourselves 
well; and’ I shall endeavor to give you a 
brief sketch of our doings since ety you 
before. I think when I last wrote you I was 
at the hotel in Brandon. 

We all have great appetites, and the 
children are all looking much better than 
when you saw them. Wo stayed four days 
at the hotel, thon we got a chance to go into 
a small shanty about # mile out from the 
city, where the children and I stopped while 


to seo his mission. The shanty belonged to 
Mr. Brock, artist, who used to be in Belle 
ville. He came to Brandon about a year 
ago, and took a homestead, Since then he 
has built a nice new frame house, and sold a 
good part of his farm for city lots, and they 
he is now Worth some $80,000. We 
were acquainted with them when we lived 
in Wooler. Mr. Brock is a brother to Mrs. 
Garrett, of Wooler. So we in their 
shanty, a little place about twelve feet 
square, Where wo had kitchen, parlor, bed- 
room and Hiall all in ‘one; and the cook-stove 
outside the door, nearly surrounded with 
packing, boxes for the first week. We were 
most fearfully lonesome, but as Mr. Brock’s 
people lived so near and. were - very kind to 
us, we soon began to feel at home, 

It was while we lived in the shanty there 
that Bro. Auld’s son was killed in Brandon. 
He was a brakeman on the train, Poor 
boy! only an Hour or two before, or not that 
long, he was out playing ball with a number 
of yoong men. I felt very bad that Sabbath 
evening, as I stood at my door and saw a 
fow persons accompanying his corpse over 
the prairie some two miles, and then lower 
him into his lonely grave. 

While we were enjoying the pleasures of 
the shanty, Mr. Davies was exploring his 
mission. 

It is Monday night now,and about twelve 
o'clock. I am awakened. by loud rappin, 
and a familjar voice calling “Ma, ma!’ U 

I jump to open the door for Mr. Davies, who 
hag returned from Turtle Mountains, and 
tells us that he has secured a house, and as 
it would be impossible to build right away, 
we would have to rent a house; and the next 
morning we were all astir getting ready to 
go to our home. While Mr. Davies was 
away he traded one yoke of oxen off for an 
Ontario horse and sixty-five dollars to boot 
(a good bargain’all said), so we had a yoke 
of steers and the cow.

We could not get a team to move ns out 
very readily, so Mr. D. bought a wagon for 
$84, and loaded it with the most necessary 
articles that we would need, and put the 
steers before jit, tied the cow behind, and 
drove it himself, while I took the horse and 
buggy, the children and provisions and tea, 
alts sulky behind, and off we started, 
real ‘‘gipsy like.” We went about ten 
miles that evening, and then stopped for the 
night. Next morning we were up and off 
in good time, driving several miles before 
we stopped for breakfast, which we took in 
picnic style, spreading our tablécloth out on 
the grass and lading it with good things 
from our well-tilled baskets; then picking up 
our dishés and cloth we are ready for a 
start, so on we went, till night brought us 
to Plum Creek, where ‘wé'stopped with a 
family we used to know in Wooler. Here 
we found that our load was too much for 
our steers, so we hired a man with a large 
yoke of oxen to hitch on/to our load, and 
then Mr. D. rodé with’us. He had walked 
all day the day before this, The first thing 
to be done on Seavig Plum Creck, was to 
cross the Little Souris on a ferry, We drove 
across the Little Souris the firatday. This 
was nicely done, We all went ovor first, 
then the boat was rowed back, and the load 
and oxen were driven on and driven across. 
All safely, landed on the other side, we 
started off over the vast pruirie towards 
Turtle Mountains. Mile after mile passed 
by. Presently one of the hiredfoxen showed 
signs of being yory tired, After a while he 
laid down right in the road, but by urging 
and rearing he went on again. Several times 
he did this, That was F rilay, and we had 
been. on the road since Wednesday after- 
noon, That afternoon in crossing what thoy 
call a ‘‘slough” io this country, which is a 
sort of ravine with water or mud in the 
bottom, the. oxen left the trail to get a 
drink, ‘and down the wagon sank to the 
hub. ‘There we were, miles from any house, 
and stuck so bad in the mud that both yoke 
of cattle could not pull the load out, After 
iriving a long distance with the horse and 
not getting any help, they had to unload 
nearly all the load, aud then both yokes 
succeeded in pulling the rost out after boing 
there about four hoars. By this time it was 
six o'clock, so we had our tea by the road- 
side, milked the cow, put 'tho’milk into a 
jar in the buggy for our tea, loaded up and 
tried it again, On and on we went, and as 
the moon gave a good light, and the night 
was fine, wo did not stop till after ten 
o'clock, when the children began to think it 
was bed time; but here we were, milos away 
from any signs of living croatures, . Not a 
house nor a light could be secon, and wo 
could see for miles. So wo drove off the 
trail on the grass and stopped. We had. no 
tent, but Mr. D. took the slats belonging to 
the bedstead and nailed them together like 
a frame, and stood them up and covered 
them over the top and sides and all around 
with tho spreads and shawls, and an oil 
cloth over the top. Then we had two 
| straw-ticks filled with hay, He put one in 
this enclosure and pat on blanketa and 
quilts, then with a bag of oats for a pillow 
the children and T had w cortortablo night 
on the prairie, whilo the teamator and Mr 
Davies laid on another tick outside of our 
room, With the aky fora ceiling.

There is plenty to do, and more than one 
man © We must have young man 
next y We have found about | 
mbers already, and there will | 
be many more next year. He says that in 
two years this will be a self-sustaiving cir- 
cnit, or mission, The people are only be- 
ginning this year, butin a few years thoy 
will be rich. O, such farms! some men and 
their sons holding threo sectiony of Jand, 
that is 1,920acres, Think of that! All of| 
| the best of soil, and nothing to do but to} 
f Sopiaenoe *t0' plongh. I never saw such 
beautiful fields of wheat and oats, some 
fifty acres and more in ove field, all the 
most beautiful grain. They use a seed drill, 
a mower and a self-binding reaping machine 
on the farm’ we are living on. We, or the 
conferenve, will have to pay $6 a month for 
this house for this year. We expect to have 
one of our own by next conference, if not 
before. There is n garden close to us, We 
pay for our potatoes, but wo have all the 
turnips, carrots, beets and beautiful onions 
from the seed t we wish to use for noth- 
ing. Mr. Wright's are very fine people. We 
have the best of familios ont here. I like 
the people, and I like the place very much 
It’s Ipcely at first, but we will soon get used 
to that, We have a very nico neighbor only 
a short distance. I can call over to their 
place im five minutes or ‘loss time. They 
are living in a tent yet, but are going to put 
a house up this fall. Now I must tell you 
about our house. Itis built of round logs 
not hewn, aud the corners are got square, 
bat, the ends stick out one over the other 
about a foot and a-half. It is two storics 
on the ground, each room being about the 
size of. your dining.room; one has a floor 
and @ome boards laid loosely down orer- 
head, the other has a ground-tloor,and used 
to bea blacksmith shop, We have our stove 
jn it at present, but when the weather gets 
cold we will have to put it in the other. 
The roof is thatched with straw, and the 
two windows have six panes of glass each. 
I have whitewashed the one room, and .we 
have two beds, two tables, a stand, ny big 
trank, a sideboard and a Jot of things; anc 
Mr. Walker's picture hangs just at the head 
of our bed; Mr. Willoughby ‘s picture hangs 
to the left of Mr, Walker's, Brother 
Wheeler, our neighboring minister from the 
Souris, was here to stop all night since we 
came here, on his way to Crystal city to 
the district meetings. When Ihave 
company to stop over night I make 
curtains of sheets around the beds, and we 
are ever so nice, I forgot to say that we 
have a good load of our goods at Brandon 
et. Peter intends to go out soon for them. 
told you that he traded a yoke of oxen 
for a horse. Well, she proved to a 
kicker, and she kicked Mr. Davies,skinning 
his nos¢, nearly breaking his jaw, and leay- 
ing the whole print of her foot on his breast, 
just below his chin. He went to harness 
her, and when he went to pat the crooper 
on her she let drive, and if fe had mot been 
so near her she Would have kited him. 1 
think he was badly hurt, not able to be out 
of bed for a day, and, indeed, is net well 
yet. He has been complaining ever since, 
and yesterday and to-day he has been very 
sick—bilious,1 think, for he has been vomit- 
ing bile, Iam giving him what medicine 
we have, but there is no ootor for over 
forty miles. We are eixty miles from Bran- 
don, but there is a doctor at Plum Creek. 
The man that he got the beast from took 
her back and gave him his cattle, He 
changed thom for another horse, a nice, gen- 
tle one; the boys can do anything with him. 
He is worth $200 here. He has him on trial 
for a month, but thinks he will keep him, 
The fiay before he got kicked ho went to 
the bush and cut forty poles or logs to make 
a covering for his buggy to stand ander, He 
put ten of those on the wagon, and hitched 
the steers to it, but they were unable to 
pall the load out, so he came to the house 
vo get the mare to hitch im front to help 
them out, and while harnessing. ber she 
kicked him, so he didnot go to the bash till 
nextday after dinner. Onr neighbor of- 
fered hia oxen to help out the load, #0 be 
and Georgie took our steors and the other 
man’s oxen and went to the woods. The 
bix oxen took the lond out readily, so they 
tied our stecrs up to a tree and came down 
to the house, about two miles or more, to 
unload the wagon, Then they went back, 
and when they got to the steors they had 
fot all tangled in the chain, and one of them 
had fallen down with the bow across his 
neck, and was nearly dead, but not too far 
gone to bleed, so ho took his axe and cut 
its throat. He made beautiful beef, for ho 
was fat. Mr. Wright bought » quarter, and 
we havo salted’ the rest. I can’t tell you 
how bad I felt about it, but it could not be 
helped, so we had to do the best we could 
with it. The meat will be worth about 
sixty-five dollars to us here, He sold his 
mate yeaterday for seventy dollars, #0 now 
we have just. horse and a cows but I think 
it’s all for the best, and J am glad it was no 
worse. Notwithstanding the hardships that 
sottlors have hore, it is acknowledged to be 
the greatest country for farming that can 
be.

The Bank of England covers nearly five 
acres. The ground on which it stands was 
formerly a church-yard. The building has 
no external windows, and contains acres of 
vaults, In the day time it is guaraed by 
its own porters and policemen, and at night 
there is a detachment of foot-guards, who 
take their station at about 5 o'clock in the 
evening. 

The rag business in New York has as- 
sumed enormous proportions. It amounts 
to $30,000,000 per annum. Thereare 2.000 
Tag-pickers in the city: Last year there 
was over $10,000,000 worth of rags im- 
ported. Rags are of three kinds—woolen, 
cotton and linen. The former are used in 
manufacturing shoddy cloths,and the others 
in making paper, 

Estimates have been made in England as 
to the relative cost of keeping coin and 
paper in circulation. To coin 1,000,000 
sovereigns costs about $10,000, or a cent 
apiece. If fifteen years they lose one half 
of one per cent., or about $25,000, and be- 
come too light for further use as money. 
The total expense on a million of sovereigns 
would be $35,000 for fifteen years. The 
paper to print 1,000,000 one £ notes would 
cost four cents apiece, or $40,000 at the out- 
side. During fifteen years they would have 
to be réfurnished at least three times, or, if 
in active use, six times, thus requiring an 
outlay of about $160,000, and perhaps $280, -

Only those who postoss an agourate 
knowledge of Russian affairs can estimate 
tho influence which the absence of Jews 
from business will troduce upon Russian 
trade. Even those Jowish traders whosstill 
carry on thoir business are no longer in their 
former position, which enabled them to pro- 
care money for Russia from foreign capital- 
ists, For want of capital, for want of ro- 
quisite intelligence and business capagity on 
the part of tho producers, a large port of 
the aturo crops of Russia will no longerbe 
pros ee pan and will bo irretrievably 
oat.

Preserving Ripo Fruit. 
Lhat frvitecan,bepreseryed for a long tine 
ina frozen state, and even in a non-lrozen 
state, so léngsas tho’ temperature does not 
exceed 32°, is a well known fast. Butitis 
equallynwell known that article9so preseryed 
Jose flavor every day after they Gre so stored, 
and thgt when exposed afterward to an 
ordinary temporature they perish almost im- 
mediately. ‘This happens to fruit when 
merely sot on ice and not actiinlly frozen ; 
but itis cértain” that ‘the freezing docs not 
{improve its chance of keeping, and very 
niuch’ depends @rfehow® tho frozen mass is 
thawed, sudden thawing being moatly de 
structive to the tissues of cither fruits or 
vegetables, For many yearé we have been 
in the habit of storing both fruit and vog: 
tables in the ice house, but they are dete 
iorated by tho treatment, and must be used 
vodiately they come off tho ice, Tn tin 
« we have kept peaches sound, though 
dead ripo when gathered, for a mouth, and 
nectarines for six weeks, in a perfect apot- 
Jens condition; but they lost flavor greatly 
toward the ond of the timo, and grew dis- 
colored Glmost before dessert was over, 
although only brought out of the ice house 
in time to be dished up for the table, By 
the following morning they had become 
quite black and useless. 

Melons that would not keop more than a 
féow days in the fruit room will keep a long 
while on ice, and retain their flavor longer 
than peaches. They, besides, are long in 
codling, nithough the condensed 4 ture on 
thoir surface in the warm dining room would, 
to an oxperianced person, betray the quarter 
they camo from, and they are much more re- 
froshing than when warm out of tho molon 
houso or even tho fruit r In placing 
fruit on ice, the main thing t» obsorve is not 
to pack it in any way or to wrap it in any- 
thing. It should be pie (lon a tray or ina 
tin box with a lid to keep off drip, but cach 
fruit should bo set out singly by itself and 
not como in contact with ita noighbora, and 
great care should be used to prevent bruis- 
ing, a0 that will greatly hasten decay when 
tho froit is taken out, It is not noedfal to 
bury tho boxes quite in the ice; but thoy 
may bo sot in it with the lid of the box above 
the surface, so that any of tho fruit can be 
got withont trouble, Peaches, nectarines,

If applos aro conyertod into vinogar, which 
ivofton the most profitable use for ther 
no special care is required. ‘The applos aiay 
be ground and pressed whenever conyen.ont, 
and the more rapid the fermentation, the 
bette No make the best cider, the time 
for provaing the juice, and the temperature 
at which it is fermented, » inn 
portance. By c to the for 
|montéd juice of t Apple juico is 
| somotimes prevented trom undergoing for 
|montation by adding Sulphate of Limo, 
and other chemicals, Unformented jaico is 
not cider, If one wishes to preserve apple 
juice in this condition, heat it to the boil 
ing point, bottle, and then cork 
ay in canning fruit, 

The old-fashioned and picturesque cider 
press and mill have nearly disappeared, but 
sevoral smallor and moro effective machines 
have taken their places, ‘These not only oo- 
oupy leas room, but they are «o much more 
|} powerful, that thoy give a greater yield 
of juice. Orchardista who ma kot the bulk 
of their fruit, finds that it pays to have a 
portable mill for the conversion of wind 
falls and inferior apples into cider, to be 
made into vinegar, Ove large orchardiat in 
Indiana, assures ux that ho finds a largo 
share of his profits from thus utilizing the 
poor frait. 

While the best cider will make the best 
vinegar, that made of tho poorest apples is 
so much better than the whiskey vinegar 
commonly sold, that it is worth while to use 
all the apples not otherwise disposed of, in 
the form of vinogar. Each loca ity has ite 
favorite cider apple ; thoso rogarded as the 
bost ripon with tho light frost of November, 
Q3a season When tho temperature is most 
favorable for the best product, For the 
best cider, uso only sound apples; all in- 
ferior fruit should go into vinogar, When 
the juice is pressed, whether in tho old- 
fashioned press with’ choeses laid up with 
straw, or ina modern press, it will bo well 
to strain the juice, as it flows from tho press, 
by letting it run through a piece of gunny- 
bag, ora hair ‘siove, If not now, the bar- 
rels should be perfectly clean, and placed in 
& cool cellar, Thereare two methods of for- 
mentation. Ono is to fillthe barrels q 
to the bung, ond as the froth from feru 
tation runs over, keep the barrels full with 
some of tho juice savedfor the purpose. 
When tho formentation ceases, the barrels 
are bunged tight, and allowed to remain 
for a while. 

The contents are then to be racked off in- 
to a new or perfectly clean barrel, This bar- 
rel is prepared by putting into it about 
threo gallons of cider, aud burning in it o 
strip of cloth,that has been dipped in melted 
brimstone, Tho barrel after lighting the 
brimstone should bs bunged, the flame will 
soon bo extinguished, when the torch is to 
be removed, and the barrel well shaken, 
that the cider within may absorb the fames, 
The barrel is then tobe filled from those in 
which the fermentation took place, drawin;

Duke Ephraim J. Orok was crowned King 
of Duke Town, at Old Calabar, on tho Sthot 
August, by Mr. Edward Hyde Hewitt, her 
Majesty's Consul on the West African coast, 
The ceremony took place at the Mission 
House, and was attended by the traders, 
merchants, chiefs and natives of the district, 
A throne was erected in tho church at the 
loft side of the communion rail. 

At the request of the Consul tho big 
chiofs selec tod Orok in the church as their 
ruler, the latter agreeing to tho stipulations 
laid dowa by the chiefs as to his fature con- 
duct. After retiring to the vestry the King 
emerged robed in a huge coat of semi-state 
and semi-mail description.

This is n strong argument in 
favor of a protection for manure, On some 
soils it is very important to have it well do- 
composed, 80 that the plants may obtain as 
abundant supply of food from it at once ; 
but during tho fermentation process, to ren 
dor its insoluble compounds available, acri« 
ons losses of fertilizing materials are very 
often sustained. If tho fermentation of the 
heap is rapid, there is danger of losing the 
very valuable nitrogen as volatile ammonia, 
which, passing in the nir, in as likely to ald 
ancighbor'’s crop a3 our own. On tho other 
hand, decomposition may go on #0 slowly 
that tho inavure is unfit for immediate use 
when wanted. It is no easy inatter to con 
duct the decomposition so that the most 
good mantiro may be made with tho least 
loss, It is, however, nonstrated that hot 
sun, winds, and rains, aro to be kept from 
tho’ heap, and that is, the best manuro is 
nado under cover. A method of box-tecd 
ing has been adopted by many, which al 
lows the manure to accumulate under the 
animals for months, It is found that this

‘To one reared 
in the Northera States it scems at firs 
absurd to suppose that human life below the 
twonty-ninoth parallel cap be rendered truly 
enjoyable during all tho seasons of the year, 
Peninsular Florida is in its climate sin- 
pues unlike everything else in America. 

t has more rain and less cold than Southern 
Califcrnia, and is never scalded by euch 
heated wayes asare of aniual occurrence as 
far north as tho city of-Albany, ‘The in- 
sular position of this narrow belt of coun- 


try, extending southward between vast 
bodies of salt water, washed along its entire 
eastern border by the Gulf Stream, and on 


its western by the equally tropical waters{of 
the Gulf of Mexico, renders winter in any 
severe sense quite impossible. And the 
al'oviations from excessive heats are equally 
marked, The humidity of tho atmosphere, 
favored by aoundant inland lakes and for- 
ests, the constant sea breezes, resulting from 
this proximity to vast oceanic currents, the 
sweep of the trade-winds, and the usual 
local aerial disturbances. breathe through 
this entire region a moist, agreeable, pure, 
but modified sea atmosphere. The storms 
are not usually so 
close over head at mid-day with fire in its 
ray, but aslight shade amit such a breeze 
affords the condition ot comfort. Sunstrokes 
are entirely uncommon, and laboring men 
from any part of the world pursuo out-door 
toils the entire year with iinpunity.

Surveys have been made by order of Con- 
gress and by the Disston company, The 
route would put the United States Govern- 
montin oasy condition to defend its territory 
on the Gulf coast ; it would avoid the present 
hazards of the Gulf Stream, which has cost 
along the Florida coast five millions during 
the last ten years ; it would greatly shorten 
the time and sailing distance from all Atlan- 
tic ports and of Europe to and from the 
ports of the Gulf and the Caribbean Soa. 
t is estimated that two hundred million 
dollars’ worth of produce perished aunually 
in the heart of our country tor want of suit- 
able means of transportation.

There aro 
scarcely any chronic diseases found among 
families who have resided a dozen years in 
thestate, There is a gratifying relief from 
rheumatism, neuralgia, catarrh, asthma, 
bronchitis, diphtheria, cholera, small-pox, 
measles, malignant fevers, and pulmonary 
consumption. Hydrophob'a is not heard of, 
Some light types ofa few of the above named 
diseases may cccur, but they ara unusual. 
Lime being an omnipresent factor\in the 
substratum of the soil, existing if solid 
blocks through the stony districts, in the 
unmeasured marl-beds, and in more subtile 
compounds, we seo a natural cduse for the 
absence of miasma, and for a soil of wondor- 
ous fertility, The salubriety of this district 
is further augmented by a dry, porous soil, 
bright sunshine, pure seaatmosphere, equable 
temperature admitting open-air pursuits 
every day of the year, and the facilities for a 
varied diet offresh vegetables and fruits.

Teking possession of the moist districts in 
the green forests, the ranger simply brands 
and watehes his flock until it roultiplies in- 
to vast proportions. One man in Monroe 
County recently paid taxes on fifteen thou- 
sand bead, ant one family on thirty thou- 
faud head. In Brevard County are forest 
ranges where one can ride on horse three 
days without imeeting any trace of civiliz- 
ation. Hore are found cattle men” living 
on horseback, camping in little cabins, cook- 
ing their own food, and owning five or seven 
thousand cattle cach. ‘The ranger records 
his brand and mark at his county soat, 
brands the young calves, and is thus able 
to distinguish und no bis property. 
These men lead a wild life, separated from 
family and society, but they are contented 
and hardy, and they amass fortunes, Five 
men will guard as many thousand cattle, 
These cattle are mostly shipped to Cuba for 
beef, and uct the owner from five to fifteen 
dollars per head. The common Florida cow 
isa small milker, but her milk is rich and 
pure. She feeds on wild grasses only, and 
receives no vare, The abundant forests and 
lakes still ; ford, through the best cultivated 
districts of the St.te, opportunities for 
small flocks of cattle, which thrive and 
multiply without feeding, giving an annu 1 
rotarn of thirty or fifty per cent, on the 1n- 
vestment, Sheep-raising is another remun- 
erative industry. In districts where cattle 
thrive eheep invariably do woll. In addition 
to the native variety, tie merino, south: 
down, and cotawold’ are kept. Sheep are 
sheered in April and September, and with 
alittle watching are made to yield a return 
of one hundred per cont. on the investment, 
Horde raising is also profitable. Horses 
are ‘scarce, aud bring large prices. An 
ordinary one brings a hundred Hollkeetant 
achoicé one mach more, Breeding horses, 
like cattle and theep, live all the year in 
the wild :anch. Colts graze in the forests 
until la enough fne use, when they are 
sold for good prices. Swine in great hum- 
bers roam abroad, fattening oa acorns and 
palmottos, sometimes attaining great s'xo. 
But oa wild swine never make tmarketable 
pork, it isaquestion whether the State should 
not bericher if all ite wild swine were 
“choked” in the sea, Florida is gpecially 
adapted to poultry, Its small lakes, with 
thoir green banks, afford an Edon for ducks
